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Patriotism and Perpetuity 


(National Republican) 

Russia furnishes the most outstanding ex- 
ample of all history in national ruin. Other 
nations have passed through upheavals some- 
what similar, but have withstood the shock. 
Russia is wrecked. Most of her people of in- 
telligence and education, whose better direct- 
ed energies might have led Russia to security 
and happiness, are dead or in exile. A nation 
may grow new crops and develop new re- 
sources, but the stamping out of a nation’s 
brains is an irreparable injury. 

In this period when patriotism is so much 
decried, the spirit of nationalism so often at- 
tacked, the traditions of ‘our republic so often 
flouted, it is well to remember the cause of 
the Russian cataclysm. It came about thru 
lack of patriotism; through absence of a true 
national spirit. It was a lack of genuine pa- 
triotism which caused the rulers of that na- 
tion of the pre-revolutionary period to lose 
step with the rest of the world in lifting up 
the level of life for the masses. Russia hal 
resources almost comparable to those of the 
United States, but no national spirit spurred 
the governing classes of Russia to their -le- 
velopment. Industrialism was feared as a 
menace to an autocracy which refused to be 
liberalized, and had its natural reaction in 
unreasoning revolutionary radicalism. 

There was no real love of Russia as a land 
and as a people among those in whose hands 
the destiny of this great empire seemed to 
rest. Russians of the ruling class had no 
pride in their country, no love even for their 
language. The sentiment grew up even among 
those who formed the Russian court that any- 
thing was preferable to that which was Rus- 
sian. Children of the upper classes must 
speak French, write English, know German. 
Affectation of these languages eliminated, in- 
terest in that which was Russian. Paris be- 
came the real capital of the pleasure-loving 
Russian aristocracy. There was no national 
feeling; no national language expressed the 
thoughts of the people. 

And so what was once called the great bear 
has become no more than a howling hyena. 
Her masters today profess no special love for 
Russia; theirs are dreams of communist in- 
ternationalism; of world-wide dominion. 
Within the vast domain of Russia, bulking 
across two continents, rich in resources suf- 
ficient to develop a great, powerful and inde- 
pendent nation, are the materials out of which 
a great empire, a great republic, might be 
built. But as in the days of the old czars, 
so in the days of the new, there is no love of 
ecountry—that spirit which has made every 
great nation great, and which only can build 
a country worthy of the love and loyalty of 
its people. 

In this country today we have propagan- 
dists who seek to break down our national 
spirit, who sneer at love of country, who de- 
ery patriotism, and who would make Ameri- 
cans ashamed of loyalty to their republic and 
its flag. They would lead us over the path- 
way which Russia has trod to ruin. When 
Americans, who have so much reason to love - 
their country, cherish its ideals and uphold 
its principles, suecumb to the perversive pro- 
paganda of a spurious internationalism, when 
they develop a national inferiority complex 
like that of our noisy aposties of Europeanism, 
they will have started downward on the road 
which leads to destruction.

A Matter of Self-Respect 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

According to the report of the Superinten- 
dent of State prison labor eamps in Califor- 
nia, convicts working in them earned $79,808 
in wages the past year. This is somewhat de- 
ceptive, because they are credited with only 
the net after deduction of the cost of their 
keep, which net is given as 30 cents a day. 
This looks a small wage, but there are many 
workers outside prisons who do not have 30 
cents a day to their credit after all expenses 
of their keep have been paid. Nearly one 
quarter of these earnings have been volun- 
tarily sent out for the support of relatives 
and other dependents. 

_ Thirty cents a day seems like a small sum, 
yet it represents the difference between’ the 
_ up-grade and the down-grade in human life. 
The worst aspect of prison life is not some 
the hardships it involves, but its denial of 
opportunity to retain his self-respect. He is 
like an utter outcast, with no influ- 
make desire to live a better life,

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or to change his mental attitude towards so- 
ciety. As a rule he emerges from prison more 
of & menace to his fellowmen than when he 
entered and more likely to commit new 
crimes than he was to commit the one for 
which he was incarcerated. 

There is a tendency to call all efforts at 
reformation of convicts through education, 
kind treatment and the provision of condi-— 
tions that have.a psychological stimulus to 
self-respect and honor as mere ‘‘frills and 
fads.’’ Yet if we can stimulate the spirit of 
self-respect and honor among prisoners we 
may be sure that on the average they will 
leave prison less a menace to society than 
they were when they entered, and after all 
that is the chief object of imprisonment—the 
protection of society. Nothing so much con- 
tributes to this as the honor system and the 
opportunity to earn wages, be they never so 
small. A convict who feels that he has been 
robbed of his labor through unpaid employ- 
ment, especially if to a contractor, leaves 
prison all the more ready to rob somebody 
else. This is a large subject and can not be 
treated in a few words, but society suffers 
whenever it violates the plain principles of 
human nature.

The Federal Trade Commission has forbid 
the use of the name ‘‘California Grape Grow- 
ers’ Exchange’’ to a pair in New York, who 
have been getting business under that title. 
The reason given by the federal commission is 
sufficient—there is an organization already 
busy in California doing a legitimate business 
under this heading. 

But a better reason could have been as- 
signed than the one given. 

The title taken by this New York firm was 
in effect fraudulent. These men claimed to be 
‘‘erowers’’ when they were not in their busi- 
ness functioning as growers at all. Even if 
it happened to be true, which is not likely, 
that they owned some vines somewhere, and 
that they were Californians, these facts would 
not have made their organization a grape 
growers’ exchange. 

There was a time when perhaps such titles, 
even if not true,.did little harm. Whether a 
corporation or firm was composed of ‘‘grow- 
ers’? made little difference to the buying 
public. 


. But in these days of co-operative producers. 


there is a political as well as an advertising 
value in the term. 

Right or wrong, people do buy from a firm 
because of its composition or affiliation. _- 

To eall a corporation a ‘‘growers’’ organi- 
zation when it is not is fraudulent. The trade 
commission has punished an instance. It 
should state a broad principle, as well.

Tested Recipes 


While the housewife looks for 
cold things to give her family in 
the hot weather, a hot dish is 
very often an appetiser, and some 
of the following are suggested to 
Upland housekeepers who “simply 
don’t know what to have for din- 
ner.” The dishes are light but 
nourishing, and can be prepared 
in the early morning when the 
kitchen work is being done, so 
that all that is needed at night is 
just to have things on the stove 
for a few minutes before serving. 


Beef Pasty 
One pound round steak cut in 
small pieces and stewed slowly 
for half an hour with seasoning. 
When tender and cold place in 
baking dish and pour batter made 
of two tablespoonsful flour, one 
egg, one pint milk, salt, etc., over 
the meat. Bake in moderately 
brisk oven for three-quarters of 
an hour. Serve with stewed to- 
matoes or summer squash. 
Hodge Podge 
Two pounds of neck of mutton, 
cut in small pieces, one head of 
lettuce, one head of celery, two 
carrots, one onion, all sliced. Place 
in pan with mutton and stew gent- 
ly till cooked.“ Add one teaspoon- 
ful tomato ketchup, one can =peas, 
and serve very hot, with mashed 
potatoes and gravy. 
3 Veal Mould 
-One pound of veal run through 
the mincing machine (half beef 
and pork will do when veal is out 
of season), add one cup bread- 
crumbs, one beaten egg, dash of 
allspice, nutmeg, salt and pepper. 
Line a baking pan (which can be 
served on the table) with cooked 
macaroni, place meat mixture in 
centre and place some macaroni 
on top. Steam for half an hour, 
and serve with good gravy, string 
beans or varrots and peas. 
Good Family Soup 
Two pounds shin of beef, two 
quarts of water, simmer slowly 
for one “hour. Remove from fire 
and let it stand until cold, then 
sim fat. Add two carrots, one 
turnip, one onion, one head celery, 
half-cup pearl barley, salt and pep- 
per to taste. Cook until vege- 
tables are tender, and if necessary 
add more water. Serve with sip- 
pets of toast. 
Rice in Casserole 
Soak one cupful of mixed nuts 
in hot water to cover for half an 
hour. Then add the broken nut 
meats to two cupfuls of boiled 
rice, together with one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-eighth tea- 
spoonful pepper and one teaspoon- 
ful sugar. Stir in two eggs, beat- 
en slightly, and one-half pound of 
mild cheese, grated, using a fork 
so as not to break up the rice 
grains. Turn into a well buttered 
enameled ware casserole or bak- 
ing dish. With a fofk make holes 
in the rice and into them pour a 
cup of milk. Drop bits of butter 
on the top, sprinkle with paprika 
and bake, covered, in a hot oven 
for twenty minutes. Uncover to 
brown. ;

STATE TO FIGHT 
CITRUS CANKER 
| Statewide

jwaged by the State Depart- 
jment of Agriculture to keep 
(the citrus canker out of Cali- 
, fornia, it was stated yesterday 
iby J. P. Coy, County Horti- 
cultural Commissioner. 

Mr. Coy received reports 
iyesterday from the Daggett 
iquarantine station for the 
|month of June. During June 
| 115 lots of oranges and 134 
| lots of lemons were confiscat- 
ed by the inspectors on the 
National Old Trails Highway. 

Similar condemnation of 
fruit from other states was 
imade at the Blythe and Fort 
Yuma stations on the Ocean-to- 
Ocean Highway, which also en- 
‘ters San Bernardino and the 
San Bernardino Valley. 
| “It has eost Florida $10,- 
000,000 to fight the citrus can- 
ker and_that is the reason why 
Californie bars other citrus 
fruits,’’ Mr. Coy said. 
| ‘*Hundreds of Florida groves 
had to be burned, as no other 
jtreatment known would stop 
ithe spread of the pest.’’ 
| During June 3537 automo- 
biles carrying 11,037 passen- 
gers were inspected at Dag- 
gett. 

Inspectors of the department 
are stationed constantly at 
Daggett, Blythe and Yuma, 
and all automobiles coming in-
